‘Liberty’ Cases Await Court 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court, now adjourned for the 
summer, already has important cases 
involving individual liberties awaiting 
its return Oct. 3. 
The term that ended Wednesday 
with actions on rape and abortion 
showed an increase in appeals dealing 
with rights of women and children and 
family matters generally, along with 
the usual criminal m atters and 
disputes over religion, race and ob­ 
scenity. 
Capital punishment was prominent 
in the term, although the principle 
was sanctioned a year ago. Questions 
continue to arise as to whether state 
laws comply with the standards the 
justices have established or whether 
an individual has been accorded all 
the required rights. 
They struck down Louisiana’s 
mandatory death sentence for the 
murder of law enforcement officers, 
and in a Georgia case Wednesday 
vetoed the death penalty for rape, 
regardless of the circumstances, 
when a life is not taken. 
After allowing states to decide 
without regard either to federal law or 
the Constitution whether to fund 
non-therapeutic abortions, the court 
returned to a Brooklyn federal judge 
the question of whether a ban on 
federal funds for abortions should be 
continued. 
A women’s rights decision that 
loosed a deluge of criticism held that

Tapes Claim Judge 
Planned Murders 


HOUSTON (UPI) — The Houston 
Post has published transcripts of 
tapes in which Texas Supreme Court 
Justice Donald Yarbrough says he 
wants several persons killed, and in 
which he later describes himself as a 
“folk hero.” 
Yarbrough is involved in several 
investigations, civil suits and an 
action to have him disbarred. The 
tapes are of meetings between Yar­ 
brough and former business associate 
Bill Rothkopf in which Yarbrough 
states he wants former associates Bill 
Kemp and Doug Ford killed to keep 
them from testifying against him. 


“I want Kemp wiped away, and 
Doug Ford wiped away, and after that 
I don’t give a ....”, the Post quoted 
Yarbrough as saying. 
“They could send us both to the pen 
for 20 years.” 
The tapes were made by Rothkopf, 
who was secretly helping Harris 
County District Attorney Carol Vance 
investigate allegations Yarbrough 
had plotted murders which were 
never carried out. 
The tapes showed Yarbrough 
wanted Kemp killed as early as May 
12 but by June IO had changed his 
mind because he was being in­ 
vestigated by the FBI. 
At a May 13 meeting the Post quotes 
Yarbrough as saying he would rather 
do the killing himself than trust it to a 
hired killer. 
“The best thing would be to do it 
myself, if I had a gun with a silencer,” 
the tape said. 


In the same May 13 meeting Yar­ 
brough reflected on the unlucky 
number. 
“Here we are on Friday the 13th 
soliciting capital murder,” he told 
Rothkopf. “I thought I could live my 
life without hurting anybody ... but 
Kemp deserves to die.” 
In the fourth meeting between 
Yarbrough and Rothkopf the Supreme 
Court justice said he was famous and 
intended to have a book written about 
himself. 
“Everybody in Texas knows Don 
Yarbrough” he said. “I’m a folk 
hero.” 
In the final, June IO meeting Yar­ 
brough told Rothkopf to drop the plans 
to have Kemp killed because other 
investigations were becoming too 
intense. 
Most of the meetings between 
Yarbrough and Kemp took place in a 
parking lot in Houston. Vance had 
arranged for Rothkopf to carry a 
concealed microphone to the meetings 
and law enforcement officials in 
unmarked vehicles photographed the 
two men together. 


routine oil spill search on June I 
spotted the pack of sharks, some of 
them up to eight feet long, swarming 
near Malquite Beach, churning the 
clear water in surf as shallow as 18 
inches.

An 1860s cattle droving 
headquarters, 
a 
chuck 
wagon complete with cook, a 
ride in a horse or mule 
drawn freight wagon... 
The sights, sounds and 
smells of a century ago come 
alive at the Johnson Set­ 
tlement Unit of the Lyndon 
B. Johnson National Historic 
Site in Johnson City. 
The park contains two 
units about 14 miles apart. 
The Johnson 
City Unit 
preserves a glimpse into the 
life of the late President’s 
grandparents and it also 
contains his boyhood home. 
The LBJ Ranch Unit at 
Stonewall contains other 
historic structures related to 


his youth as well as the 
famous LBJ Ranch, also 
known as the Texas White 
House. 
The best place to begin 
your visit to the Johnson City 
Unit of the park is at the 
visitor center on the west 
side of town There you can 
get information about tour 
times, on-going programs 
and services available to 
help you get the most out of 
your visit. 
Your 
next 
stop 
will 
probably be the Boyhood 
Home, which is across the 
street from the Visitor 
Center. The Home, open 
daily except on Christmas 
Day, is where the Johnsons 


moved when Lyndon was 
five years old and where he 
lived until he left for college 
14 years later. 
Then it’s on to the Johnson 
Settlement, if you’d like, in a 
horse drawn wagon. The 
Settlement is a quarter mile 
away on foot, or slightly 
further by wagon. In the 
S ettlem en t, 
costum ed 
demonstrators are engaged 
in the day to day activities 
common a century ago. 
A walk through the set­ 
tlement provides a sampler 
of historic structures and 
settings representing two 
distinct periods: the cattle 
kingdom headquarters of 
Sam and Tom Johnson from 


1867 to 1872 plus the James 
Polk Johnson farm and 
ranch 
and 
the 
John 
Bruckner farm , both of 
which came after 1872. 


Each of these periods is 
marked by historic struc­ 
tures, restored as accurately 
as possible. To complete the 
setting there are a number of 
other buildings, corrals, 
fenced pastures, a windmill, 
a 
chuck 
wagon 
and 
Longhorn cattle. 


Johnson 
City 
is 
ap­ 
proximately 60 miles north 
of San Antonio on State 
Highway 281 and 50 miles 
west of Austin on Highway 
290.

Meeting on the UT-Dallas 
campus July 11-12 will be a 
review panel comprised of 
n a t i o n a l l y 
n o t e d 
mathematicians who will sit 
down with the mathematics 
faculty and tell them what 
the panel feels UT-Dallas is 
doing right and doing wrong 
in math education. 
Serving on the panel are 
Dr. Juris Hartmanis, Cornell
